On THe Roure.—A frieght train passed 
west yesterday afternoon about five o'clock, 
with sixteen boats on board, evidently the 
light punts constructed by order of the 
Government for Red River service. These 
craft are painted black outside and a dull 
blue inside, and are innocent of seats or 
other convenience for passengers, excepting 
of course, those in tho stem and stern. 
Stays are run across from gunwale to gun- 
wale, at intervals, to strengthen the sides 
and bear the strain of the two masts which 
can be rigged if circumstances are favorable, 
The size of these craft can be guessed at by 
our readers when we state that each car 
takestwo boats side by side comfortably, 
and that in length the car is about three or 
four feet longest. Altogether they look 
just the thing required for the work they 
are intended to perform, being light, bouy- 
ant, and very strong, capable of holding 
from sixteen to twenty men easily, or of car- 
rying an immense quantity of freight with- 
out much draught of water, the bottom be- 
ing fashioned something after the style of 
the well-known birch bark canoe ; but, let 
us hope, with a little more determination 
to stay inthe water. The time is now closo 
at hand when preparations for tho expedi- 
tion will be completed and the men and 
stores on their way ; and, if we may judge 
from the sayings of those who know, the 
journey is destined not to be ono of the 
easiost and most pleasant for our gallant 
volunteers, therefore wo hope no bungling 
on tho part of those parties entrusted with 
the important duty of superintending the

secure, and that their release would shortly 
follow. I had no further communication 
until Monday, the 4th March, when, about 
10 o'clock in the morning, Pere Lestanc 
called on me. He informed me of Bishop 
Tache’s expected arrival no later than the 
8th, and probably some days earlier and 
that I should defer my departure till he 
could communicate personally with me. He 
then said that the conduct of the prisoners 
was yery unsatisfactory, that they were 
very unruly and insolent to the soldiers, 
and that their behaviour altogether was so 
very bad that he was afraid the guards 
might be forced to retaliate in self-defence. 
I expressed much surprise at the informa- 
tion he gaye me, as the prisoners, without 
exception, had promised to the Archdeacon 
McLean and myself, that seeing their hope- 
less condition they would endeavour to act 
so as to avoid giving offence to the guards, 
and which encouraged them to look forward 
to being speedily released, in fulfilment of 
the promise made by Mr, Riel, One man 
(Potter) was mentioned as having made 
himself porticnladly obnoxious by his yio- 
lent conduct, but not one word was said on 
this occasion regarding Scott, or the slight- 
est intimation given that he, or any other 
person, had been condemned to be shot 
about 11 o'clock Pere Lestane left me and 
went up stairs to communicate with Goy- 
ernor McTavish, as he said the Governor 
knew that Bishop Tache was expected soon. 
Rey. Mr. Young, a Methodist clergymen, 
had just entered the house, and meeting 
the Pere in the hall, conversed with hima 
few minutes. Mr, Young then came up to 
me, and from him I had the first intima- 
tion it was intended to shoot Thos. Scott, 
and that the sentence was to be carried into 
effect at 12 o'clock, noon, that day. We 
agreed ‘in believing that the thing was too 
monstrous to be possible, and Mr. Young 
mentioned that poor Scott himself was 
equally incredulous on the subject, think- 
ing they merely intended to frighten him. 
However, even to keep him in suspense, was 
itself a horrible cruelty, and it was arrang- 
ed that as Mr. Young had been sent for to 
attend the man, he should see Riel, as- 
certain exactly how matters stood, and 
if really serious, to let me know at once. 
Mr. Young accordingly called on Riel, and 
was informed that Scott had been con- 
demned, that the sentence was irrevocable 
and would not be delayed one minute be- 
yond noon, He begged for delay, saying 
that the man was not prepared to die, but 
all without avail. He was paralized with 
horror, and returned to the prisoner, and 
immediately sent a messenger to inform 
me of the result of his visit. I determined 
to find out Riel immediately, but recollect- 
ing that Pere Lestanc was still up stairs 
with Mr. McTavish, I related to him what 
Thad heard, and asked if he knew any- 
thing about the matter. His answer I can- 
not give in peocise words, but it was to the 
effect that they had seen Riel on the other 
side of St. Boniface, and had all spoken to 
him about it, by which I understood that 
they interceded for Scott. Governor Mc- 
Tavish was greatly shocked on being in- 
formed of Riel’s purpose, and joined in re- 
probating it. Pere Lestanc consented to 
accompany me, and we called on Riel. 
When he entered he asked me what was 
the news from Canada. The mail had ar- 
rived the preceding day, and I replied, 
‘The only intelligence is that Bishop 
Tache will be here very soon.”” I then men- 
tioned what [had heard regarding Scott, and 
before Riel answered Pere Lestance inter- 
posed in French, words meaning—‘‘Is there 
no way of escape?” Riel replied to him— 
‘*Most Reverend Pere, you know exactly 
how the matter stands.” Then turning to 
me he said, ‘‘I will explain to you,” speak- 
ing at first in English, but shortly after 
using French, and remarking to me, “‘ You 
understand that language.” He said in 
substance, that Scott wasa very trouble- 
some character, and had been ringleader in 
a rising against Snow, who had charge of a 
party employed by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, duringthe precedingsummer, in road 
making ; that he Mad risen against the Pro- 
visional Goyernment in December last ; 
that his life was then spared; that he 
escaped and had again been taken in arms, 
and once more pardoned (referring, no 
doubt, to the promise he had made to me 
that the lives of the prisoners were secured), 
but that he was incorrigible, and quite in- 
capable of appreciating the clemency with 
which he h been treated ; that he was 
rough and abusive to the guards and in- 
sulting to him (Riel),and that his example 
had been productive of the very worst ef- 
fects on the other prisoners, who had 
become insubordinate to such an ex- 
tent that it was difficult to withold the 


guards from retaliating. Ho further said, 


“T sat down with Scott as we are doing 
now, and asked him truthfully to tell me if 
T would not use his statement against him, 
what he and the Portage party intended to 
have done with me had they succeeded in 
capturing me when they surrounded the 
Court House, to which he replied, ‘ We in- 
tended to keep you as a hostage for the 
safoty of the prisoners.” Targued with Riél 
and endeayoured to show that some of the 
circumstances he had mentioned, and es- 
pecially the last, were very strong reasons 
to urge why Scott's life should not be sacri- 
ficed, and thatif, as he represented, Scott 
was a rash, thoughtless man, whom none 
could desire to have anything to do with, 
no evil need be apprehended from his ex- 
ample. I pointed out that the one great 
merit claimed for the insurrection was that, 
80 far, it had been bloodless, except in one 
sad instance which all were willing to look 
upon as an accident, and implored him not 
to stain it, to burden it withwhat would be 
considered a horrible crime. He explain- 


ed, ‘We must make Canada respect us.” 
I replied. ‘‘ She has every proper respect 
for the people of Red River, and this is 
shown in her haying sent Commissioners to 
treat with them.” told him I had seen 
the prisoners some time back, when they 
commissioned me to say to their friends at 
the Portage, that they desired peace, and I 
offered to go to them again, and reason with 
them, should that be necessary. On this 
he said, ‘* Look here, Mr. Smith, Mr. Scott, 
the representative, went to see the prison-

Senator Chandler's Anxiety to An 
nex the North-West. 

_ Wasuinaron, April 22,—The Senate hav- 
ing taken up Mr. Chandler's resolution 
directing the President of the United States 
to appoint Commissioners to open negotia- 
tions for the annexation of the Winnipeg 
District as a Territory or State, Mr. Chan- 
dler said he had offered the resolution in 
the interest of peace and good will. He 
proceeded to show the reasons upon which 
negotiations should be opened. 
_1. That the Government had shown its 
right to recognition by maintaining for some 
considerable time itself against allattempts 
for its suppression. 
2, That our own free republic, which 
had invited the whole world to como in and 
occupy the entire continent, could not coun- 
tenance the theory of a dominion on our 
borders, or that any part of this continent 
belonged to the Crown. 
8. That the injury inflicted upon us in 
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the haste of the British Government to 
acknowledge the rebels as belligerents upon 
the breaking out of the rebellion, and her 
spoliations on our commerce during the war, 
must now be repaired and made good. His 
friend from Massachusetts (Mr. Sumner ) 
might apprehend that the Alabama claims 


ers at my desire ; and on asking them 
whom they would yote for as Chancel- 
lor, if they were permitted a choice 
outside of their own body, Thomas 
Scott came forward and said, ‘ My 
boys, have nothing to do with those Ameri- 
cans ;” and when I remarked “ This is real- 
ly a most trifling affair and ought not to 
have been repeated,” he said, ‘Do not at- 
tempt to prejudice us against Americans, 
for although we have not been with them 
they are with us, and haye been better 
friends to us than the Canadians." Much 
more was said on both sides; but argument, 
entreaty and protest alike failed to draw 
him from his purpose, and he closed b 
saying, “‘I have done three good things 
since | haye commenced. I have spared 
Boulton’s life at your instance, and I do 
not regret it, for he is a fine fellow ; I par- 
doned Gaddy, and he showed his gratitude 
by escaping out of the bastion—but I do 
not grudge him his miserable life; and now 
I shall shoot Scott.”. Lepine (Adjutant 
General)/ who was President of the Council 
of seven which tried Scott, and five of 
whom Riel told me, with tears streaming 
from their eyes, condemned him as worthy 
of death—a sentence which he had confirm- 
ed—now entered, and in answer to Riel, 
said he must die, Riel then requested the 
Rey. Pere Lestanc to put the people on 
their knees for prayer, as it might do good 
to the condemned man’s soul. Referring 
to Pere Lestanc, and making a final appe 1, 
unnecessary here to repeat, 1 retired. It 
was now within a few minutes of 1 o'clock, 
and on entering the Governor's house 
Rey. Mr, Young joined me and said, ‘‘It is 
now oenaSselh past the hour ; I trust 
you have micceeded.” ‘‘No,” I said, ‘for 
God’s sake go back at once to thepoor man, 
for I fear the worst.” He left immediate- 
ly, and a few minutes after he entered the 
room in which the prisoner was confined. 
Some guards marched in and told Scott his 
hour was come. Not until then did the 
reality of his position flash upon poor Scott. 
He said ‘good bye” to the other prisoners, 
and was led outside the gate of the Fort, 
with a white handkerchief covering his 
head. His coffin, haying a piece of white 
cotton thrown over it, was carried out. His 
eyes were bandaged. He défitinted in | 
prayer, in which he had been engaged on 
the way, for a few minutes. e asked 
Rey. Mr. Young how he should place him- 
self, whether standing or knéeling, then 
knelt in the snow, said ‘‘farewell,” and im- 
mediately fell back pierced by threo bullets 
which passed through his bo: Y: The firiag 
party consisted of six men, all of whom it is 
said were more or less intoxicated. It has 
been further stated that only three of the 
m iskets were loaded with ball cartridge,and 
one man did not discharge his piece. The 
Rev. Mr. Young turned aside when the first 
shots were fired, and ‘hen went back to the 
body, and again retired for a moment while 
a man discharged his revolver atthe suffer- 
er, The ball it is said, entering the cye 
and passing round the head. The wounded 
man groaned between the time of receiving 
the musket shots and the discharge of the 
revolyer. Rey. Mr, Young asked to have 
the remains for interment in the burying 
ground of the Presbyterian Church, but 
that was not acceded to, and a similar re- 
quest preferred by the Bishop of Ruperts 
and was also refused, He was buried 
within the walls of the Fort. On descend- 
ing the steps loading from the prison, poor 
Scott, addressing Rey. Mr, Saat said 
‘this is a cold blooded murder,” then en- 
aged in prayer, and was so occupied until 
ho was shot. After this date I held no 
communication whatever with Riel, except 
in reference to getting away from the coun- 
try, which I was not allowed to leave with- 
out s pass, I felt that under the circum- 


would be complicated by this proceeding. 
His answer to that was that he (tr. Chan- 
pee long since put on record against 
the British Government a mortgage on the 
Dominion lying north of the United States, 
of $2,200,000,000, one-half the expense of 
our war. The time had not yet arrived for 
foreclosing the mo! e; we would now pro- 
ceed to collect the interest. 

The Dominion of Canada has become an 
intolerable nuisance. It costs us to-day to 
protect our northern frontier from smug- 
place alone $10,000 annually, while our 

‘reasury suffered from that cause to the ex- 
tent of 840,000,000 a year. If there was 
strength enough in the nation to abate the 
nuisance, it would be abated. Speaking of 
the existence of the Dominion as antagon- 
istic to our institutions, Mr. Chandler said 
that.ifthe British Government designed to 
continue indefinitely her sway there, she 
must be prepared to maintain it by such a 
force as Solel withstand the Government 
of the United States. He hoped, in the in- 
terest of humanity, that the rumour of the 
setting out of an army to suppress the Red 
River insurrectionists would not prove true, 
as their ultimate destruction would certainl. 
follow. An army less than 100,000 Britis! 
regulars would be utterly futile ; and if the 
American people should protest, even those 
would not be better than one of a hundred. 
Mr.Chandler claimed that the United States 
to-day is the strongest military power on 
earth, and only needs to manifest its strength 
to secure a favorable hearing by foreign

be a broad farce. Judges who could put 
their names toa decree got in this way, 
are not-fit to be trusted with the decis- 
ions of a small debts court, to say nothing 
of the grave interests which the “Superior 
Court of Chicago” have before it. 

We do not pretend to say that the 
complainant imposed upon the Court, or 
proceeded in any way other that accord- 
ing to the general practice, Therecitals 
of the decree shew that he did all that 


the judges required, 
The practical lesson to be learned from 
this is that a man, tired of matrimonial 
claims, has only to proceed to Chicago on 
business, and in sixty days his wife may 
find herself, without warning or premoni- 
tion, “ neither wife, nor widow,” with a 
character certified under the seal of the 
Superior Court, to be too imfamous to 
eonsort’ with her virtuous husband, or 
have the custody of her children ; for we 
must not forget to mention that this de- 
cree goes on to retail with legal exact- 
ness, that the defendant, during wed- 
lock, bore the plaintiff two little girls, 
and solemnly declares that she “is not a 
proper person to have the care and cus- 
tody of the said children.” “ And it is

The North-West Bill. 


We are glad to be able to report that 
the Premier was able to take his place 
in the House yesterday, and introduco 
the North-West Bill; until it is printed, 
it will be impossible to judge it fully, but 
it is plain at first sight that the Province 
is made so exceptionally small for a pur- 
pose. The reservation of 1,200,000 
acres “for the purpose of settlement by 
the half-breeds and their children,” is 
significant and will lead to further com- 
plications. This amounts to about one 
seventh of the whole Province, then the 
Hudson Bay Company own one twenti- 
eth of the whole, This ties up about one 
acre in every five of the country. The 
Province won't be larger than a couple of 
good sized counties, but it is so situated 
that it will be the key to the North- 
West. It is evidently made so small 
that the present population may be able 
to keep control of it, We shall 
more to say of this to-morrow.

The Proyince is to have at present two 
members in the Senate ; when its popula- 
lation amounts to 50,000 three 
and when 75,000 four Senators. It is to be 
divided into four electoral districts, each of 
which isto returnone member tothe Houseof 
Commons. The Lieut,-Governor is to have 
an Executive Council of seven persons. The 
Local Legislature is to consist of two Cham- 
bers, a Council and an Assembly, the former 
to have in the first instance seven, to be in- 
creased ultimately to 12 members ; the lat- 
ter is to have 24 members elected by as many 
districts which are to be defined by the 
Liout. -Governor, and the qualification is to be 
similar to that now existing in Algoma, viz: 
—The possession of a house and one year's 
residence, The same qualification will apply 
to’elections to the Dominion Parliament. 
Except as respecta the appointment of the 
Lieutenant Governor, the Province is to 
have the privilege of amending its own Con- 
stitution according to its own judgment and 
wishes. A subsidy is to be granted of 80c, 
per head, and a further sum of $30,000 fcr 
the purposes of governwent. Hither the 
French or English language may be used in 
public proceedings, but all records are 
to be kept in both languages. All public 
lands not specially allotted are to be held 
to belong to the Dominion of Canada. 
For the purpose of extinguishing the Indian 
title within the Province, 1,200,000 acres are 
to bereserved forthe Indians and half-breeds. 
Sir John called attention to the fact that the 
Indian title had never been extinguished by 
the Hudsons’ Bay Company, whose grants 
had extended only for two miles on the east 
side of the Red River, with a privilege of 
cutting hay for two miles in the rear of each 
holding: He proposed to invoke the aid of 
the Local Legislature to settle these rights 
equitably, and to seeure all present holders 
in peaceful occupancy. Sir John then pro- 
ceeded to refer to the measures necessary to 
restore order and secure peace in the new 
Province. The force would consist of one- 
fourth regulars and three-fourths Canadian 
militia, the expense being divided between 
the Imperial and Canadian Goyernments, 
in similar proportion. 

Mr. Mackenzie, whilst requiring time to 

examine the details of the measure, criti- 
cized some of its provisions and pronounced 
them most objectionable. He censured the 
past policy of the Government, and espe- 
cially the withholding of the purchase mo- 
ney; ridiculing as the only compensation 
ained by that course of action, the Imper- 
ial Government's offer to pay one-fourth of 
the expenses of securing possession of the 
Territory. Mr. Mackenzie also treated as 
absurd the proposal for this little Province 
to be represented as was proposed, viz; by 
two members in the Senate and four in the 
House of Commons. He also expressed 
his intention of insisting that there should 
be no class distinctions in the Territory, es- 
pecially as affected the religious bodies. 
Sir G. E. Cartier replied to Mr. Macken- 
zie. He expatiated on the very moderate 
ammount of subsidy thatis to be paid by Ca- 
nada, and described the policy of the Goy- 
ernment as being one that would promote 
the formation of a confederation of provin- 
ces stretching across the whole continent. 
Mr. Mackenzie wanted.to know whether 
it was true Captain Cameron had been en- 
gaged in organizing a mounted police force, 
and if so for what purpose. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said that Cap- 
tain Cameron had received no commission, 
the force being organized by the Dominion 
Commissioners. It was to be composed of 
200 mounted riflemen, and its chief object 
was to guard against possible disturbances 
arising between the Indions and new ‘set- 
tlers, who might be attracied into the 
country. He did not deny that the Cap- 
tain would have the command of the force. 
Hon. W. McDougall blamed the Govern- 
ment for witholding payment of the money 
to the Hudson’s Bay Company, and wanted 
to know what conditions or limits were at- 
tached to the assistance lent by England. 
Was the Imperial Goyernment to bear 
the fourth part of the whole costs,or of that 
of the troops only? With reyard to the 
leading features of the scheme, he had 
considerable fault to find, He objected 
especially to the expensive ‘and cumbrous 
experiment of two chambers, contrasting 
the effect of the two systems in force in 
Quebec and Ontario. Then he noticed on 
the map that whilst the English settlement 
of Portage la Prairie was left out of the new 
Province, the line diverged 15 minutes to 
take in a settlement marked on the map, 
“Roman Catholic Mission.” He thought 
some plain speaking was thus early desir- 
able, and therefore referred’to the well un- 
derstood fact that the Roman Catholic 
clergy had been the instigators of the rebel- 
lion. He concluded by alluding to the 
appointment of Capt. Cameron to command 
the local police ag a most unfortunate 
selection. 

Sir. F. Hincks defended the refusal of 
the Government to pay the purchase money, 
and said it was doarrable they should have 
the prestigeof the Queen's name and author- 
ity in their efforts to restore peace and order 
in the Territory. 
The discussion was continued by Mr. Fer- 
guson, Hon. Mr. Howe, Hon. Mr. Chau- 
veau, and other members. The conduct of 
the Reman Catholic clergy at Red Rivor, 
the non-payment of the money to the 
Hudson's Bay Company, the issue of the 
Royal Proclamation by the Hon. Mr. 
McDougall, and the exclusion of Portage 
la Prairie from the new Proyince, were tho 
principal subjects of comment.

Disastrous Fire.—This morning about 
two o'clock the bells rang out the alarm of 
fire, and on proceeding in the direction of 
the flames we found it was the Episcopal 
Methodist Parsonage, situated onGreat St. 
James street, and occupied by theRev. Jos, 
Wild. It is currently stated that the fire 
originated from a barrel of ashes standing 
in the shed at the rear of, and attached to 
the dwelling. However, nothing can be pos- 
itively stated in this respect. The building, 
a wooden one, rapidly became a ruin, the 
fire gaining headway at a tremendous rate. 
The fire companies were quickly on the 
spot and playing on the flames, but could 
do no more than attempt to stop the fire 
from spreading to adjoining buildings. 
The building on the north side of the par- 
sonage, belonging to, and occupied by, Mr. 
Wm. Templeton, as a dwelling, was, how- 
ever, completely gutted, and was on fire at 
one time to such an extent that all hopes of 
saving it were almost given up. Still, by the 
united and praiseworthy efforts of the two 
companies the building was not totally de- 
stroyed. As far as we learned, the insurance 
is as Yollows: On Mr. Templeton's house, 
$800 in the Liverpool, London and Globe, 
which will not nearly cover the damage done 
to the building, besides which the loss sus- 
tained through the hasty removal of his fur- 
niture must be considerable. Rey. Mr. 
Wild’s loss is very serious, nothing of any 
account having been saved, and cannot be 
under $4,000, if it does not exceed that 
amount. His fine collection of books was 
totally destroyed. A satchel containing 
'$198 of missionary, or other church funds, 
was also either burned or stolen. The 
house was insured for $600 in the Imperial ; 
| books, $250, clothing $250 and furniture 
$500 in the Western. Some doubt was ex~ 
pressed as to whether these policies were 
expired but we heard on good authority 
that they were valid until the 15th inst.

The dearth of farm laborers in this County 
and throughout the Province has been well 
understood for years past, but as yet neither 
our Government nor our local authorities 
have done much to attract suitable immi- 
grants. As good farming without sufficient 
help is impossible ; and as the prosperty of 
the country is dependent upon agriculture, 
this scarcity of labor directly bars our on- 
ward course. The farmers get frequent 
lectures upon the necessity of drainage. 
Well I do not to-day know of a man who 
would dig one rod of ditch. My remedy 
would be this; Let our County Council 
appoint a suitable agent whose business it 
shall be to secure the arrival of immigrants 
at Belleville ; who will take some charge of 
them upon their arrival; give them such 
advice as is requisite, and supply farmers 
with such class of men as they apply for. 
This agent need not relinquish other busi- 
ness. In fact,his business might be benefit- 
ted by the certain influx of farmers. I 
know of no way which the investment of 
say $100 would so much increase the wealth 
of the County. The increase of population 
would of itself addsto*our wealth. In the 
meantime it would be well for farmers to 
avail themselves of the services of Mr. Ford, 
gunsmith, of Belleville, who has at the in- 
stance of St. George's Society, been acting 
gratuitously as an agent. He has secured 
places for a considerable number of emi- 
grants, very much to the satisfaction of all 
concerned in nearly eyery case. In the ex- 
ceptional cases the men usually gave way to 
whiskey. Mr. Ford is deserving of much 
praise for his disinterested services. Or- 
dinary offices fail in nearly every respect to 
secure the desired ends. I would, there- 
fore, again urge our authorities to appoint 
a Local Agent, who would at once be a pro- 
tector to the immigrant and to the farmer. 
As immigrants by the Midway will probably 
arrive in Belleville by the time this is pub- 
lished, farmers requiring laborers would do 
well to call upon Mr, Ford immediately.

Maori Courrsnir,—A recent writer gives 
the following good description of the sing- 
ular way in which a Maori used to gain his 
bride. 

“The ancient and most general way of 
obtaining a wife was for the gentleman to 
summons his friends, and make a regular 
lana, or fight, to carry off the lady by force, 
and oftentimes with great violence. Even 
when a girl was bestowed in marriage by 
her parents, some distant relatives might 
feel aggrieved, and fancy that they hada 
greater right to her as a wife for one of 
their tribe ; or, | girl had eloped with 
some one on whom she had placed her 
affections, then her father or brother would 
refuse their consent, andin either case 
would carry alana against the husband 
and his friends to regain possession of her, 
either by persuasion or force, If confined 
in a house, they would pull it down, and 
when access was gained then a fearful con- 
test ensued, and the unfortunate female, 
thus placed between two contending parties, 
oul soon be divested of every rag of 
clothing and be seized by her head, hair, or 
linbs. As those who contended for her 
became tired with the struggle, fresh com- 
batants would supply their places from the 
reir, climbing over the shoulders of friends, 
and so edge themslves into the mass im- 
mediately around the woman, whose cries 
and shrieks would be unheeded by her 
savage friends, and in this way the poor 
creature was nearly torn to picces, These 
savage contests sometimes ended in the 
strongest party bearing off in triumph the 
awe erson of the bride. In some case 
after along season of suffersng, she recover- 
ed, to be given to a person for whom she 
had no affection ; in others, to die within a 
few hours or days from the injuries receiv- 
ed. It was not uncommon for the weaker 
party, when they found they could not yee 
vail, for one of them (sic) to put an end to 
the contest, by suddenly plunging his spoar 
into the woman's bosom, to hinder her

Wanrtev.—It is a matter of much surprise 
that the Town authorities haveneverseenthe 
necessity of having horses engaged to draw 
the steam fire engine to and from fires.

A Mysrerious Murper.— The journals 
of Toulouse published accounts of & myste- 
rious murder at Boux (Haute-Garonne).

Dear Sirn,— 

Seeing in your issue of yesterday a notice 
of the starting of Joint Stock Cabinet 
Manufactory, and knowing the antecedents 
of several such concerns, a few words may 
not be unacceptable. 

1st. No large manufactory in Canada 
in this line has proved satisfactory to the 
Stockholders except that of Jacques & Hay, 
conducted solely by private enterprise, 

The Oshawa Factory has changed hands 
five times in ten or eleven years at a great 
loss to some parties. 

The Bomanville Factory has changed 
hands four times besides a considerable 
stoppage in the works in the same number 
of years, at a great loss to Stockholders and 
others. 

2nd. The demand does not warrant such 
a factory in Belleville, 

There is more furniture on hand at the 
several factories than will be sold for two 
years. As proof of this, we know that car 
loads of furniture are being sent constantly 
to Montreal and sold to the highest bidder. 

3rd. Joint Stock Companies, asa rule, do 
not pay but on the contrary have proved 
ruinous to the inventors. 

One argument used by the advocates of 
the sale of the Belleville Gas Works was, 
that it was moro likely to succeed by pri- 
vate enterprise, as companies, as a rule, do 
not manage their affairs economically. 

For these, and other reasons, would it 
not be well to pause and seo if the surplus 
cash could not be better invested, and other 
schomes devised more likely to succeed and 
more needed for the public good ?

Mr. Mackénzie seconded it because he 
wished the House to express an opinion on 
the general qnestion of economical adminis- 
tration, 

Sir F. Hincks ridiculed the idea of any 
member, even the mover, believing this to 
be a question of’ economy. The amend- 
ment was lost by 56 to 86, 

Finally the bill was read a second and 
third time, and passed. 

The bill for the government of Manitoba 
was read asecond time, and ordered to stand 
as the first item for Committee of the whole 
on the following day, 

Some other matters were then disposed 
of and the consideration of the Supplemen- 
tary Estimates was resumed, when some of 
the items were carried and the Committee 
reported progress.

in London are now printed on machines 

entirely different to any hitherto inventéd. 

The Times has now its ‘Walter Press,’ 

and the Telegraph the ‘Bullock’ machine. | 
English machine makers have been re- 

markable idle for many years—the French, 

American, and ors outstripping them 
in producing new machinery, and bringing 
the orb of machine printing to an extraord- 
inary degree of perfection. Besides the 
“Walter Press’ which has not been invent- 
ed by Englishmen, there have lately been 
introduced the ‘ Bullock,’ the ‘ Marinoni’ 
and the ‘Alauzot, '—the ‘Bullock’ being 
an American ir tion; the ‘Marinoni’ 
and the ‘ Alauzet’ being the invention of 
the French. Tho ‘Walter Press’ is said to 
produce 10,600 perfect copies per hour, 
including stoppages, The ‘ Bullock’ ma- 
chine,8,000 perhour, The ‘ Marinoni’ six- 
feeder, 10,000 perfect copies per hous; a 
four-feeder, by the same maker, 8,000 per- 
fect per hour, The ‘ Alauzet’ four-feeder 
guarantees to print 6,000 perfect copies 
per hour, English engineers must look 
to their laurels, We are glad to find that 
some of them already acknowledge this, 
and that one old and highly respectable 
firm in London, whose machines are still 
unsurpassed for newspaper work has al- 
ready taken up the challenge, and devised 
© rotary self-feeding perfecting machine, 
completely original in all its fundanental 


the ‘ Bullock ’ or the ‘ Walter.’ Such has 
been the success of the ‘Walter Presses, ’ 
that asecond lot of hands have recently 
had a fortnight's uotice to leave. It is 
worthy of being added, that inno case has 
a deserving man been sent away without a 
certain een compensation. The prin- 
ciple of these Presses is almost entirely 


one, it being termed self-acting, and oc- 
cupying a smaller space than any other 
machine capable of producing half the 
quant of work. The paper is sent from 
the mills in reels—each. reel being almost 
two miles and a half inlength. It is 
damped on one side as it passes from the 
reel to be printed. The press is not inten- 
ed to print from type, consequently each 
page is stereotyped as in the ‘Applegarth’ 
and ‘Hoe’ machines. These pages are 
fixed around the cylinders, to which the 
paper traverses to be printed on the first 
side, It is then reversed and passes to a 
second pairof pee here it is printed 
on the other side ; and then the newspaper 
is complete. It is unnecessary to say that 
the register is all that can be required, so 
very different from the ‘ Applegarth’ or 
‘Hoe’ which could never be depended on. 
The printing cylinders, when going at full 
speed, make upwards of 200 revolutions a 
minute. Another extraordinary improye- 
mentis made in the inking rollers, only two 
being required foreach machine. Afterthe 
sheet is printed it is carried through by 
means of tapes, to the cutting cylinders, 
where each is cut the required fonptHatter 
which it is delivered alternately to two 
takers-off. Only three persons are neces- 
sary to each machine, exceptthe over-looker, 
who can attend to two machines, whereas 
with the ‘ Hoe’ it would require about 24 
men to perform the quantity of work that 
is done by one of the ‘Walter’ machines in 
the hour. We understand there are other 
improvements in this machine that are not 
made public at present. The ‘ Bullock’ 
machine is an American invention, the first 
erected in this country at present being at 
the Daily Telegraph office, where it is said 
to be performing its work in such a satis-

A Trip to the Mines. 


Tho writer visited the mining country 
west of Marmora Village, and spent a cou- 


week, 
On our way out wo wero much struck 
with the wretched appearance of most of 
the cattle, lean as the hungry kine which 
troubled Pharaoh's dreams, thoy cortainly 
did not suggest the idea that thoy had just 
como through ono of the most plentiful 
soasons which this country has ever seen. 
Had it been the cattle about one or two 
farma we would not have been surprised, 
but this was the general character of those 
we saw, particularly along the road this 
side of Stirling ; of course there were ox- 
ceptions, Through Rawdon and Marmora 
the cattle looked better, but not so well as 
the great quantity of feed in the country 
last fall would lead one to cxpect. Speak- 
ing of feed ; unless rain comes very soon, 
hay will be dearer in September that it is 
now. The shower which refreshed this 
neighborhood on Saturday, only extended 
a fow miles back. The crops generally, 
particularly old meadows, are suffering for 
wantof rain. Fall wheat has come through 
the winter in splendid condition, and the 
fields we saw, were looking beautifully; 
a deep green, and remarkably even, no 
spots winter-killed, asis very often the caso. 
The clover, notably last year's seeding, is 
looking well, and if rain is not too long de- 
layed it will be a fine crop. The dry wea- 
ther has given the farmers a good seed 
time, Land generally is in good order, 


and the seeding is pretty well along. 

The roads have come from under the 
snow in excellent condition, We have 
never seen the road-bed better in the 
spring ; but every little distance they shew 
signs of the late high water, small gullies 
being cut out; these have been temporarily 
patched up, but they will require the active 
attention of the County Surveyor, as 
they make driving, especially at night, very 
hazardous, dashing into one of those holes 
is very apt to leave the traveller with a 
broken carriage, if nothing worse.

advance of Mr, Macdougall, one who had 
ridiculed the acquisition of the territory, 
and was bitterly hostile to it. (Hon. J. 
Howe). ‘The Government were very unfor- 
tunate in their choice of agents. Father 
Thiebault did not communicate with the 


people, he only consulted with Riel, He 
and Col. Salaberry were useless ; and if 


they were useless Mr. D. A. Smith was 
mischievous. He counselled the people to 
take the oath of allegiance to Riel, which 
Scott refused to do to save his life. He ob- 
jected tothe size of the territory, which 
was 13,000 square niles, and deducting wa- 
ter and common pasture left only 6,000 
square miles. and other deductions left only 
1,000,000 acres for settlers. 

Mr. Harrison, though he disapproved to 
some extent of the Ministerial policy, dis- 
sented yet more widely from some of Mr, 
Mackenzie's propositions. He defended 
Mr. Howe, and thought Father Thiebault 
and De Salabery conducted their mission 
with prudence and success. 

Mr. Macdougall objected to the reserve 
of 1,400,000 acres of land, and said the bill 
was sure to create disturbances, 

Mr. Ferguson objected to the establish- 
ment of Sectarian Schools, and the land re- 
serve. 

Mr. Bowell said the refugees from the 
territory had not been consulted, and he 
thought Judge Black more responsible for 
the outbreak than any other man. 

Sir F, Hincks said the refugees had not 
been consulted “because they were not in 
the same position as the delegates who had 
ievances to present.” He denied that 
the bill had been framed at the dictation of 
Riel’s delegates. ; :

They would 
deal liberally with all—but the descend- 
ants of white men had no claim,and would 
not be provided for. The reserve was to 
do for all the tribes ofthe Far West, There 
were only 1,700 pure blooded Indians in 
the Province, and they will be provided for, 
Hon. Mr. Macdougall said there were 
really no such claims in existence. When 
the Indian mingles with the white, he 
ceases to bo an Indian. The half-breeds 
were as able to look after their own inter- 
ests as any white man. The system of 
land reserves for thia thing and that had 
been the curse of Canada, It was that 
which made Emigrants pass through our 
Country to seek settlements in the Wost- 
orn States. 
Sir F. Hincks defended the policy of 
government, and stated that the half-breeds 
wanted some security that their lands 
would not be taken from them by thoso 
who came into the country under the new 
land policy. 
Mr. Mackenzie said the Finance Minister 
was but a recent addition to the Cabinet, 
and he might almost say to the population,

In this definition the Americans 
themselves concur; but they differ in 
the application of the principle, and the 
meaning of the term “Coast-line.” While 
the common interpretation accepted by 
European governments, and which has 
been acted upon since long before Amer- 
ica held a single European Colony, is 
that the coastline is a line stretching 
from headland to headland, as far as the 
territory of any nation extends; and 
that consequently the distance of three 
nautical miles must be: measured from 
‘that line. The advocates of the Ameri- 
can fishermen on the contrary claim that 
the coast line is the same as the line 
“of the division between the land and the 
water, and follows the sinuogities of the 
‘shore and of course that the three nauti- 
cal miles, or marine league, must be 
measured in all cases from the nearest 
dry land, and that they lave a right to 
enter our bays, gulfx, and estuaries,

or British waters. 
This course was strongly objected to 
by some alarmists in the Dominion Pav- 
liament, who prophesied that it would 
bring on a war between Great Britain 
and the United States, or cause the Im- 
perial Government to disavow the action

A Mysterious Affair, 


AMAKKIED MAN DISAPPEARS —VORGED DET 
TREKS SENT TO HOS WIFE, 


Ytsterday, one of our Reporters obtained 
the following particulars relative to a mys- 
torious affair that happened inthis city, It 
appears that in January, 1870, Mrs, W. H. 
Hough, residing at Belleville, Canada, re-

find that W, R. Hough registered his name 
on the 19th of December, and by inquiries 
1 was informed that he was taken with a 
fever and died yery suddenly. ‘The fover 
that prevails here at present is called the 
mountain fever, and those that take it very

A few days since a well-known medical 
gentleman of this city received aletter from 
R. R, Lloyd, United States Consular Agent 
at Belleville, from which we are permitted 
to extract as follows ; 

“Some time since a young man by the 
name of W. R. Hough went to California. 
In '68 he was in the employ of the Pacific 
Railway Company at Summit Station as 
clerk, Afterwards at Santa Cruz. On the 
21st of December last, he writes from San 
Francisco that he would take the steamer 
Constitution the next day for New York. 
The letter was enclosed ina Russ House 
enyelope, He did not arrive, and his wife 
wrote to the proprietor of the Russ House 
(H. H. Pierson) and received in reply the 
enclosed letter [published ara Mr, 
Dean then wrote to Harry Jellett, who is in 
San Francisco a part of the time, and who 
called upon Mr. Pierson personally. Mr. 
Pierson told him he knew nothing of Mr. 
Hough, and could not find his name upon 
the register, so it would seem that the let- 
ter is a forgery, w, Iwish you would 
step into the Russ House and show Mr. 
Pierson the letter enclosed, and let mo 
know if it was written by him or not; and, 
if not, leave the letters with the Chief of 
Police, or at least have an interview with 
him in referrence to the matter. What 
makes the matter particularly hard on Mrs. 
Hough, she was burned out a short time 
ago and was not insured, so lost everything, 
and from Hough’s letter he should have 
had a few hundred dollars with him,” 

The letter purporting to haye been writ- 
ten by Mr. Pierson was shown to him, and 
he pronounced it a forgery. The question 
now is, Who wrote it, and what became of 
Hough? Was he murdered, or did he 
himself procure the writing of the letter for 
the purpose of getting off with the old love, 
so that he sould take on anew? There is 
no record on the books of the Health Ofii- 
cer, to show that any person by the name 
of Hough died here, about the time alluded 
to. But there have been several persons 
found floating in the bay, who were buried 
without having been recognized,

BEYWEEN TRE TROOPS AND 
PEOPLE, 

A telegram from Kanturk, County of 
Cork, dated Friday, April 15th, reports the 
following scenes :— 

“ A vow ofa startling nature—which at 
one time threatened serious consequences— 
took place here tosnight between the mili- 
tary and some civilians, About nine o'clock 
 mumber of drunken soldiers met in the 
Market square, where they commenced to 
beat re x, Whena few civilians en-

deayou: yuiet them, whereupon they 
turned upon the former and charged them 
in a determined attitude. ‘The civilians 
withdrew, expressing their determination 
to interfere no further. For a few minutes 
matters assumed u peaceful aspect, when 
another lot of soldiers arrived and joined 
their party. The whole then loosed their 
belts and made a sudden attack upon the 
populace. ‘The latter retaliated with much 
energy, and a conflict of a fierce and bloody 
nature occurred. There were shouts of 
murder, and cries for police, but. no police 
appeared, Stones were freely used on both 
sides, and blood flowed in profusion, and 
for some minutes a scene Of an indescribable 
nature transpired. ‘Opposite the house of 
a butcher, a soldier was levelled to the 
ground by a blow of a stone on the head, 
while in various patios soldiers might be 
seen striking wildly with their belts each 
other and the people, as if they did not care 
whom they struck, The police at length 
arrived, but matters arose to sucha climax 
that their presence was powerless in restor- 
ing peace, and even at one time the ire of 
the military seemed to be turned against the 
constabulary, a heroulean member of which 
took refuge in an old sugar cask belonging 
to a cooper, jwho speedily ejected him, 
The soldiers then began to gradually re- 
treat, minus in many cases, their hats and 
tunics, As they were proceeding to bar- 
racks some of them were seen to pick up 
stoues and throw them among the crowd, 
This created another melee, resulting in 
the soldiers receiving a good beating. 

At ton o'clock 4 picket of soldiers ran out 
of the workhouse and were heard to order 
their men to charge the civilians with their 
belts, and immediately a perceptible retreat 
was mado by tho latter down the hill. After 
some time the picket succeeded in arresting 
the drunken soldiers, some of whom were 
vory violont. In some mysterious manner 
three of them were stabbed, as is stated 
by the picket. 

The matter has caused great excitement 
in town,

| Prince Alfred's Tiger Hunt—350 
Elephants in the Field. 


Prince Alfred, the Duke of Edinburgh, is 
enjoying himself inIndia. In February he 
was magnificently entertained near the 
boundaries of Nepaul, by Sir Jung Baha- 
door, a native Prince, of immense wealth, 

The Duke reached his camp on the banks 
of the Mohan river, which separates Oude 
from Nepaul, at 8 : 30 on the morning of the 
28rd of February. Soon afterwardSirJung 
Bahadoor, who was encamped on the op- 
posite bank, came across to meet and con- 
gatulate his royal guest. He was in full 
stete costume, and wore a splendid head- 
dress, valued at thirty-five thousand dollars 
in gold, After a pleasant interview, Sir 
Jung Bahadoor having laid aside his ele- 
gant attire and replaced it by a hunting 
costume, the Princes set out for the great 
tiger hunt which the Indian host had plan- 
ed for the entertainment of the Royal Eng- 
lish sportsman, ‘The battue which followed 
is described as resolutely unique. There 
were upwards of 350 hunting elephants in 
the field; a tiger was soon started out of 
the jungle, and by masterly management 
was gradually hemmed in by elephants,so that 
at last these formed a complete circle of not 
more than sixty yards diameter, with only 
the Prince, Sir Jung Bahadoor, and the 
tiger in the central space. 

When the latter realized his situation, he 
ran roaring round and round the circle try- 
ing to find an exit, and at last made a rush 
at what seemed probably the weakest point 
in the circle, This, however, was just in 
front of the Duke's elephant, and a well- | 
directed shot from his Royal Highness roll- 
ed him oyer, though it took two or three 
more Lalls to finish him. Tt was an under- 
stood thing that no one but the Duke was 
to fire, and to give an idea of Sir Jung's 
consummate courtesy, it may be noticed 
that he had dismounted from his own ele- 
phant and climbed into the state howdah, 
which by his orders had been bape for 
the Duke, where he sat behind his royal 
visitor, not firing himself, but handing gun 
after gun to the Duke as he required them. 

The dinner that night in camp is said to 
have been, considering where it was, a sight 
of itself worth a journey. About 9 p.m. 
the tent door opened, and in long defile en- 
tered a string of Goorkhas, bringing trays 
of presents—beautiful knives, clephant’s 
teeth, tiger skins, China silks, musk pods, 
the current coink of Nepaul, anda small 
elephant (who objected Mn much to the 
forliviticns and last (though not least in- 
teresting) a baby tiger, only ten days or a 
fortnight old, which made itself quite at 
hore on the table with the dessert, and 
allowed itself to be caressed and made a 
ped of at onco.

The ancient wealth and opulence of Tyre 
came principally from its purple dye. 
About fifteen hundred years before Christ, 
it is said, the King of Phoenicia was so cap- 
tivated with the colour that he made it his 

reatest ornament, and Tyrian purple thus 

came an emblem of royalty. In the time 
of Augustus, a pound of wool dyed at Phoo- 
nicia was worth about a hundred and fifty 
dollars. The purple was obtained from a 
small vessel or sac in the throat of a shell- 
fish, to the amonnt of about one drop from 
each animal. At first, it isa colorless li- 
quid ; but by exposure tothe air and the 
bright sunlight of the Tyrian const, it as- 
sumes successfully a citron, yellow, green, 
azure, red, and in the course of forty-eight 
hours, a brilliant purple hue. The color, 
besides its great brilliancy, is also remark- 
able for its durability. Plutarch says, in 
his Life of Alexander, that, at the taking 
of Susa, the Greeks found, in the royal 
treasury of Darius, a quantity of purple 
cloth of the value of five thousand talents, 
which still retained its beauty, although it 
had lain there nearly two hundred years. 
The color resists the action of all alkalies 
and most acids. 4

It is stated that investigations carried on 
in the metropolis during the past week or 
fortnight by the police authorities, in con- 
junction with information received from 
several provincial towns in England, have 
shown there is good ground for believing 
that the Fenian organization which in 1867 
68 was so extensive in London, and which 
has since that time been all but broken up, 
is being or has been revived in the metro- 
polis. ‘The result of having placed certain 
public-houses in the E., E. C., §, E., W. 
©., and W. districts under the surveillance 
of the police has been, it is said, to reveal 
the fact that while these hovses, which were 
in 1857-68 the rendezvous for Fenians, some 
of whom have been since convicted, some 
turned approvers, and others went to Amer- 
ica, had, in the interval between December, 
1868, and March of the present year, be- 
come desexted by the members of the Bro- 
therhood, they have within the lest month 
or six weeks been extensively used by men 
of the same class and appear rs those 
who frequented them when Fenianism was 
rife among the lowest of the Lrish population 
in London. It would appear that che 
authoritigs are aware Ulat a considerable 
quantity of small arms is in possession of a 
number of Lrishmen of Fenian procliyities, 
resident in London; and that & Fenian 
agent is or has been negotiating the pur- 
chase of arms in Birmingham, but whether 
for export to Ireland, or distribution among 
the members of the Fenian Brotherhood in 
England it is not known, Following the 
course pursued in Dublin by the Metropoli- 
tan Police of that city, and at other Irish 
ports by the Royal Trish Constabvlary— 
that of searching all suspicious-looling con- 
signments from Kngland—the police author- 
ities in London will, it is stated, examine, 
as far as practicable, and with as little 
interruption to the goods traffic as possible, 
all cases arriving in London by rail from 
Birmingham, Sheffield, and other towns 
whence arms in quantity might be sent to 
the metropolis. —Times.

Quick ! for heaven's 
sake quick !" And es the men recom- 
menced the revolutionsst the air-pump, the 
elder Lougee, with blanched face and trem- 
bling lip, gave a signal on the life line be- 
low. For an instant there came no re- 
sponse. And the face of that brother | 
seemed to turn to marble ; but then we 
saw two quick motions from the submarine 
station, and knew it was the welcome sig- 
nalof ‘* All right ;" and then Lougee turn- 
ed to the men at the wheel, who came so 
near sending both below, and simply said, 
“ My only brother's life depends upon your 
efforts in keeping that pump constantly in 
motion—stop again at your peril.” The 
calm face and pasionate eye told those men 
not to stop again, and with Lteut. Tanner 
close by they kept at work until stopped by 
orders from Lougee. Meanwhile, while we 
were on the deck of that ‘ send-pa»,” 
counting the tedious moments which leng-h- 
ened to half an hour, Charley Lougee was 
searching the Oneida at the tremendous 
depth mentioned. At last came the sig- 
nal for surface,” and instantly the life- 
line was put in motion ; slowly came the 
coiling hemp and rubber on deck, and at 
last, away in the deep blue waves, came in 
sight the diver, shrouded and panoplied in 
weird garments. As he came to the sur- 
face he reached Minister DeLong a sword 
anda lacquered box, and then was his liel- 
met losed, and our party crowded around to 
hear of the gallant ship. Among our party 
were many of the survivors of the Oneida ; 
among them were Wm. Crowninshield, 
Capt. Clark, Master Yates and Dr. James 
Suddard, who were intensely excited to 
learn the tidings. 

Said the diver :—‘* The water for the first 
seventy feet was quite clear, as the sun 
gave excellent light, and although my sup- 

ly of air was once choked for an instant, I 
reached the deck of the ship just astern of 
the mizen-mast, and close by the mess-room 
hatch ; the tide was ebbing quite strong, 
and I was compelled to hold to lines from 
the rigging to keep from being swept for- 
ward. I first examined the side of the 
ship ; she was cut from the mizen rigging 
(at an angle of about forty degrees) across 
the whole stern of the ship, her timbers, far 
below the water-line, being crushed and 
broken, the Captain's cabin cut into, the 
wheel and steering gear all carried away, 
and, in fact, the whole side and end of the 
ship stove in or cutaway. ‘The ship is head- 
ing south-westandsitsupright onthebottom, 
and making land slowly. 1 laid down on the 
deck and peered over the broken end into 
the cabin, but did not dare trust my air 
line in contact with the jagged timbers. 
The guns and armament, except one, are all 
in place aft : but I did not go forward, as 
I was afraid of entanglement in the rig- 
ging.” Turning to Crowninshield, he said : 
* Your evdience, which I read, described 
aimost exactly the injury, except that she 
wascut deeper than you could have known.” 
Lougee expressed the belief that it will be 
impracticable to raise the ship, but that the 
splendid battery, personal effects, &c., can 
be saved if the Government sees proper. _ 

By this survey the testimony of the liv-

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A Night with a Maniac. 


On Thursday evening about seven o'clock 
a young man about twenty-five years old, 
apparently in robust health,and calling him- 
self Patrick Finegan, applied at the First 
precinct station for lodgings for the night, 
which, as is customary, was granted him, 
and he was locked up in the cell apart for 
lodgers, as they are called at the police sta- 
tion. About three hours afterwards a cou- 
ple of his friends called at the station to 
ascertain his whereabouts, saying that Fin- 
egan was afflicted with the horrors, and 
had left home early in the evening for the 
purpose of, he said, having a good night's 
rest. Upon being satlsfied that he was 
quietly slumbering in one of the bunks, 
they left. At 5 o'clock in the morning, 
about relief time, while the station was 
crowded with policemen, acry ofalarm com- 
ing from the cells attracted Sergeant Wynne 
‘and other officers to the lodgers’ cell, where, 
through the iron bars, they witnessed a 
most thrilling spectacle. About a dozen of 
men were climbing hurriedly to the upper 
bunks in the wildest confusion and calling 
for assistance, while on the ground floor 
Finnegan had his left arm encircling a boy 
about ten years old, while his right hand 
uplifted threateningly held a knife over his 
would-be victim, 

It took less time to open the door of the 
cell, and allow the inmates to escape than 
wo have taken to pen one of these lines. 
Bat the maniac an the poor child, half 
dead with fright, remained in the same ter- 
rible situation. Various suggestions were 
made by the persons to save the boy from 
the clutches of Finegan, who the while 
had struck a tragicattitude and looked fierce 
asa lioness defending her cubs, Thon he 
would swing his arms to and fro several 
times, bringing the knife’s point in contact | 
with tho child's breast, Finally, the turn- 
key of the lock-up, ina fit of desperation, 
made a bluff movement at the maniac by 
drawing a revolver, which he aimed at Fin- 
egan's head, summoning him to release 
his hold on the boy. In hideous tones, | 
Finogan shielding his own body with that 
of the boy, cried out, ‘If T have to die, I} 
must not die alone!" Some time having |

Mr. Diamond moved, and, Dr. Dorland 
| seconded the following resolution : 

“That, aSociety be formed, to be composed 
of Native Canadians and their descendants, 
to becalled “The Native Canadian Society.”” 


Mr. Diamond said ;—The present nation- 
al Societies lay the whole community under 
contribution to support the poor of their 
nationality. Their poor had thus some one 
tolook to for help, but the poor born in this 
country haye no one to help them, They 
may be strangers here as much as people 
from Europe, yet whom shall they call 
upon ! 

The national Societies were said to pro- 
mote immigration, but they did not set 
apart a dollar for such purposes, the idea 
was a myth. They helped their poor when 
they did arrive, which was commendable, 
but they did not bring them here, 

Turning to the national iden, it was urged 
that people don’t want a society in their 
own country; but if those who haye s0- 
cieties are as much Canadians 2s we are, 
why do they have English, Scotch and 
Trish Societies 7? Why don’t they fuse with 
us! Why keep up distinctions! If they 
are right in having their Societies we can 
not be wrong in having ours, 

for membership ? It must be confined to 
Native Canadians, or else it would have no 
meaning. He would be glad to have a U. 
E. Loyalist Society. but it could not be 
numerous enough. He had no hostile feel- 
ing towards the Societies, but when they 
had their annual dinners, and toasted their 
Sister Societies, why should we be loose 
fish. . 

Dr. Dorland said it was important to 
ineet together and have the better educated 
impart information as to our institutions, 
and thus foster national spirit. 

Mr. Jacob Cronk said that he had been 
breathing the atmosphere of Canadian 
breaths till he felt inspired, We were of 
age, it was time we were out of our tutelage. 
he was proud to be here, the nights were 
short and he would give way. 

Mr, Elisha Wesley was proud to meet so 
distinguished a lot of men all native born. 
Any one might be proud of this country, we 
have an institution for the education of the 
masses such as Rurope cannot boast. 

Mr, G. E. Henderson was also proud of 
the meeting, he endorsed Mr. Diamond's 
remarks. He went on to review the argu- 
ments in favor of a Canadian Society. Ca- 
nadians had never had a fair chance in goy- 
ernment appointments, or in advancement 
in life. Would a native Canadian stand a 
chance for an appointment, where the in- 
terest of the St. Andrew's, St. George's or 
St. Patrick's Societies could be brought to 
bear? We should exert ourselves to secure 
equal rights and privileges, though we 
should not be antagonistic. He felt proud 
of being born in Picton, Mr. Diamond had 
once declared he was proud of being born 
in Fredericksburg, that it was the centre of 
teh world, that Methodism had its riso 
there. 

Mr. Gilbert could not see what right 
anyone outside had to express any opinion 
on the matter at all. What had they to do 
with it? We haye a right to support our 
poor, he would do like other societies, give 
his money to support the poor of his own 
Country ; for his part, he didn’t care « row 
of pins for the best’oflice in the gift of the 
Government.

Preparations Among the Indians 
for an Extensive War. 
TWELVE THOUSAND MOUNTED BRAVES READY 
10 TAKE THE FIELD. 

Wasuinoron, May 1,—Gen Parker, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, estimates the 
Indian warriors in the neighborhood of Fort 
Sully at about 8,000. They are well armed 
and mounted, About 6,000 of these are 
Sioux, and the remainder is made up of 
scattering tribes. He is satisfied they are 
bent on war,and if it shall take place it will 
be the most destructive and expensive In- 
dian war we have ever had. He says these 
savages are better prepared with horses 
than our own cavalry, and the Indians can 
raise about twelve thousand warriors. The 
Sioux and their allies wore never in better 
condition to give ua battle. Ono of the 
Apubcints causes of slits to the meee 
is the threate: ach of the Big Horn 
Expedition, which seated ee cnty. 
five hundred men} now assembled at Chey- 
enne, miners, surveyors, farmers, &c. They 
are expected to start in a few days to in- 
spect the Big Horn range of mountains, the 
Big Horn River and slopes, and discover, if 


A curious means of detecting crime has | 


possible, the immense gold deposits said to 
be in that region. Gen. Sherman was or- 
dered some time ago to stop this expedi- 
tion!; but upon pledges from the expedi- 
tionists that they would not molest the 
Indians, the order was revoked, The In- 
dians will not be convinced that this expe- 
dition is peaceable, and they are therefore 
preparing for war. Gen. Parker thinks our 
cavalry is not strong enough by one-half to 
cope with the Indians, who will divide and 
only fight in bands of 500 or #0, and will 
scatter over Montina, Wyoming, Dahkota 
and Colorado Territories, and we shall be 
startled with accounts of horrible massacres 
in those Territories. The Indians will not 
meet Gen. Sheridan in pitched battle. They 
are too shrewd for that. Gon, Sheridan 
cannot have more than about two thousand 
cavalry, and it can readily be seen that it 
will be difficult for him to check the savages. 
The infantry that haa been sent ont is 
merely to strengthen the forces at the dif- 
ferent forts along the frontier, and Gen. 
Sheridan can only act upon the defensive 
until our cavalry arm of the service is 
strengthened, Gen, Parker estimates the 
costs of two months’ war with the Indians 
at a sum greater than it would require to 
feed the Indians one year.

The New Yerk’ Herald appeals to the 
American people to assist the Cubans in 
their struggle with the Spanish government, 
and concludes by saying :—Let the apathy 
of Congress be aroused through public sen- 
timent, and let not the administration be 
humbugged by Spanish falsehoods, and the 
pretence that at some covenient and future 
day Spain will sell Cuba to this country.

It would be 
an everlasting disgrace to this country if it 
should not favour the struggling Cubans at 
this crisis. Let a powerful movement bo 
organized at once, and, if we mistake not 
the President and Congress will abandon 
their do-nothing policy, aud will gladly fol- 
low public sentiment.

~ Revision of the English Bible. 


From the most unexpected quarter a 
demand comesfora new translation of the 
Saored Scriptures. The cable, afew days 
ago, announced that? Convocation had 
asked for a commission to undertake this 
task. By ‘convocation, we assume, is 
meant the Convoeatioa of the English 
Church, So conservatiye a body ‘must 
think there is grave necessity before they 
would advocate such a step; and still 
to the unlearned, and to most of the 
learned. as well, the necessity has not 


been felt to be very pressing. The Eng- 
lish translation, like every thing else 


which man has made, is imperfect. Phil: 
ology has made considerable advances 
ince the time of James 1. Seience and 
oriental research have thrown much 
light on passages which were then ob- 
scure, Some of the words and idions 
used in our version have become obsolete, 
or have changed in meaning, so that the 
untaught reader, in some instances, can 
not get the real meaning of the original. 
An instance of this is seen in that won- 
drous epitome of all moral truth,and all 
civilization, the Sermon on the Mount, 
where, according to our reading, men are 
instructed to “take no thought, saying, 
“What shall we eat! or, What shall we 
drink ? or, Wherewith shall we be 
clothed?" A seeming exhortation to im- 
providence, which has perhaps led some 
lazy christians astray ; or at all events, 
has furnished them with an ex post facto 
excuse ; and which seems strangely at 
variance with the vigorous counsels of 
the Apostle, who warns us to be “dili- 
gent in business,” and in another place

keep it from straying frum the true stand- 
ards, Beside its pure terseness, every 
modern translation seoms flat and insipid. 
Lastly, how much of improvement is it 
going to take,to repay us for the loss of the 
old familiar Bible of our childhood, with its 
quaint and impressive admonitions, all the 
more impressive for their quaintness | Shall 
we cease to venerate and to love the words 
we learned at our mother's knee, or the 
counsels which our sire | enforced in the 
words of the Bible? If the itching for 
criticism must bring it to this at last, let it, 
at least, not be in our day,

Treatment oF Inp1ANs.—One of the 
most surprising things about the Red River 
imbroglio is that the Canadian Indians have 
been the steadfast adherents of the Domin- 
ion Government. So warm in fact, had 
been their friendship that it has been with 
some little difficulty they have been restrain- 
ed from swooping down upon the contum- 
acious opposers of British sovereignty in 
Manitoba. It is to be observed that these 
red men are notof 4 different race from 
those on our western border, but to the full 
as sayage—numbering, indeed, as chief 
among them, the fierce confederacy of the 
Six Nations, which formerly, under the 
leadership of the Mohawks, held their head 
quarters in this State. To this day they 
stillroam wildin the woods, and are as 
much given to paint and feathers, and 
scalping knives, and tomahawks, as ever; 
but, under the wise Indian policy of the 
Dominion, they wear their paint aud wea- 
pons for show only, living in Renee and am- 
ity with the white man, Why, then, when 
the Englishman can maintain such friend- 
ship with the desperate Mohawk, isit that 
we of the United States must be perpetually 
engogedin that sitkening barbarism known 
as war on the plains? The Canadain policy 
leads to no wars, no slaughters, no disturbed 
borders, no costly and frequent expeditious, 
but in addition to perfect peace, procures 
the constant keeping on footofa wild but 
attached and serviceable militia that will 
turu out any day, and fight and die for the 
Dominion. Our side of the picture is too 
Diack to talk about; and, mortifying as is 
tho confession, it must be admitted that 
here at least our neighbours excel us as far 
in humanity as in statecraft.—N. Y. World,

Would it not be a comfortable thing 
to have all our taxes paid by harbor dues 
Is it desirable then, to raise a 
revenue from the harbor? No! and for 
this reason. The business of the harbor 
pays the Town indirectly vastly more 
than any sum which can be raised by 
dues ; and therefore, no restrictions or 
burdens should be put on that business 
that can possibly be avoided. It is just 
like having free roads intotown. Every- 
thing, whether toll-gates or harbor dues, 
which would tend to keep away business, 
should be remoyed or made as small 
as possible. Just so much as will meet 
the expenses of the harbor, and not

(Telegraph to Globe.) 


People from Red River express considera- 
ble indignation at the idea of Canada sett- 
ling with the rebels, and granting the Bill 
of Rights, while Riel is still unpunished.

Last evening the steamer International 
arrived from Fort Garry, bringing with her 
fine furs to the value of $200,000, the pro- 


perty of the Hudson Bay Company, which, | 


with another lot from Fort Ellis, make an 
aggregate of over $216,000, which they have 
succeeded in bringing safely out of the 
country, 

It is expected that Governor McTavish,

The Provisional 
Government is said to be very unpopular 
even with its former supporters. It only 
commands the support of a section of the 
half-breed population, and they are impa- 
tient of anything like discipline or military 
restraint. 

Not more than half the settlers profess to 
believe that Scott was kiljgd, and it is deem- 
ed treason to mention the subject. 

O'Donohoe is still more generally exe- 
crated than Riel, as he is deemed, if possible 
more shameless.

THE ROBBERY AT MUSSEN'S, 


LT,-GOVERNOR ARCHIBALD,

Montreal, May 18. 

Seven principal firms in the lumber 
trade on the St. Maurice, have taken out 
310,000 logs this season, equal to fifty mil- 
lion feet of sawn lumber,

most yaluable articles in the world when 
properly applied. It not only prevents the 
decay of wood, but conduces greatly to the 
healthfulness of all buildings, whether of 
wood or stone. Out-buildings and fences, 
when not painted, should be supplied once 
or twice a year with a good coat of white- 
wash, which should be prepared in the fol- 
lowing way :—Take a clean water barrel, or 
any other suitable cask, and put into it a 
half bushel of lime. Slack it by pouring 
water over it boiling hot, and in sufficient 
quantity to cover it five inches deep, and 
stir it briskly till thoroughly aes wat 
When the slackening has been thoroughly 
effected, dissolve it in water, and add two 
pounds of sulphate of zine and one pound of 
common salt ; these will cause the wash to 
harden and prevent 8 cracking, which gives 
an unseemly appearance to the work. If 
desirable, a beautiful cream colour may be 
communicated to the above wash, by addin 

three pounds of yellow ochre, or a gooc 
fee or lead colour by the addition of 
‘amp, vino or ivory black. For fawn co- 
lour, add four pounds of umber, Turkish 
or Amorican—the latter is the cheapest— 
one pound of Indian red, one pound of 
common lamp black, For common stone 
colour, add four pounds of raw umber, and 
two pounus of lamp black, This wash ma; 

be applied with” a” common whitewash 
brush, and will be found much superior 
both in appearance and durability to the 
common whitewash, 


Discuanxce or Livine Fisu yrom Vou-

Roots of Alsike Clover. 


A writer inquires iuthe Country Gentle- 
man: Has Alsike cloyer a tap root like 
red clover; aud the plants  frequent- 
ly send down a tap root as large as 
the tap root ofthe common red clover, It 
is generally understood that the red clover 
is for the bumble bee, and the white for 
the honey bee, The Alsike affords rich pas- 
ture:for both; the flower of the latter in 
form is like the white clover, The seeds 
are in miniature peaqods, or glumes, 5 to 4 
in each, same as the white, and about the 
same size, but color of the red clover seed. 
The white clover is a trailing plant, strik- 
ing roots at every joint, and throwing 1, 
its flower stems#from the vine on the ground. 
The Alsike is erect and branching like the 
red, throwing out its flower stalk at every 
branch, and is in bloom early and late, the 
flower heads being ripe while fresh blooms 
are opening at the top, thus

Mysterious Disappearance, 


Some days ago an extract from a San 
Francisco paper appeared in the ONTARIO, 
giving an account of the disappearance of 
a young man named Hough, formerly of 
Belleville. As there aresome errors in 
the account as published,at the request of 
the friends of the missing man, we give 
a correct statement of the affair so far as 
they know anything about it. His 
name was Walter Ross Hough ; he was 
the son of an adopted daughter of Mr. 
Walter Ross, an old and respected resi- 
dent of Belleville, and was his name-sake. 
He would now be about 28 years of age; 
he lived a number of years with Mr. 
Ross, and was educated at the Belleville 
grammar school. He subsequently start- 
ed « foundry at Odessa where he married 
some three or four years ago. About 
two years ago his foundry was burned, 
and as the insurance had lapsed a few 
days before the fire, the loss all but ruin- 
ed him. He then went to California, 
hoping ina few years to so mend his for- 
tunes that he could start again in busi- 
ness in Canada. He corresponded reg- 
ularly with his wife and other friends ; 
in a letter to Mr. Ross, dated March, 
1869, he remarks that he received letters 
regularly from his wife and from other 
friends at Odessa, and asks Mr. Ross to 
write him once a fortnight, adding, 
“about all the pleasure that I have in 
this country is when I receive a letter 
from my friends.” His wife got letters 
from him regularlly until about the first 
of this year. Towards fall he spoke of 
returning about New Years, and early in 
January last she received the following 
letter from him :— 


Dearest Ruopa,—I take the present op- 
portunity of sending you a fam lines Hi 
inform you that I am on my way home, I 
have come to the conclusion to come on the 
steamer, Ican save $50 by coming that way. 
I will sail on the steamer Constitution to- 
morrow itis the same boat that I came on 
I will probably be home in from 23 to 25 
ove You must excuse this short letter, I 
will tell you all when I come home. Good 
bye dearest.

Coming from great towns to smaller 
ones ; the question has often been dis- 
cussed, how Belleville could be best sup- 
plied with water ; the Oak “Hill Pond 
has been a favorite source of supply with 
some ; it is so high that it would send 
water to the top of the highest houses on 
our hills. This would be very convenient, 
but it is not absolutely necessary for 
health and comfort, and would cost a 
great deal more than it would come to, 
The fact is that good water can be got 
for the digging at moderate depths any 
where on the hills, and there is nodanger 
of these parts of the town becoming so 
crowded for generations to come, as to 
make the well-water impure. So that 
for the present, the hills should not form 
an element in any calculation as to water 
works. Unfortunately the same can not 
be said of the valley, no good water can 
be got there ; no amount of digging or 
care can procure it; and for all time to 
come the people living or doing business 
there must get on as best they may, with 
the wretched fluid which now goes by 
the name of water in that district, or 
bringin a supply from abroad. The 
whole question then is narrowed down 
to the small quantity of water which is 
needed to supply that part of the Town, 
Can it be procured ata cost within 
ourmeans? If itcan, there ought not 
to be an hour's hesitation or delay about 
the matter. Everybody knows that 
Meyer's Hill has exhaustless springs of 
excellent water, situated at a level high 
enough to send it to any part of the flat 
district. Mr, Thompson, the Street Sur- 
veyor, has examined the supply, and he 
is confident that enough can be got from 


Springs to furnish the whole lower part 
of the town, 


By making a reservoir at 
the upper end, large enough to hold all | 
the water that would accumulate during 
the night, and starting each morning 
with this and the pipes full, an ample 
supply could be had even in the driest | 
weather. The plan would be to put self: 
closing hydrants at convenient points, | 
80 that no water would be wasted. Mr. 
Thompson estimates the entire cost of 
the works and taking it along Pinnacle 
Street to the Wharf, at $2,000. Branches 
could be carried down the various stroeta 
to Front Street where desired, and no 
doubt parties would be willing to do 
this at their own expense ; indeed a con-

British Hmigrants in Nebraska. 


A cable despatch of Wednesday says : 
“The Lord Mayor to-day heard an 
epistolary complaint from some British 
emigrants at Omalia, Nebraska. They 
set forth the misrepresentations by which 
they were induced to leave their country, 
and state they are unable to procure em- 
ployment sufficient to provide food and 
shelter for themselves and their families.” 
The Globe of the 20th inst., has a letter 
under date 15th inst., from a Canadian 
now living in Nebraska, giving an equal- 
ly gloomy picture. He has been there 
three months, and in that time they have 
had two terrific storms of wind which 
have thrown down houses and done great 
damage generally. He adds that they 
have furious winds every week. 

He says ;—The land is good, but lumber 
costs from $35 to 875 a thousand ; coal $17 
per ton ; and everything else at least double 
what it can be bought for in Canada. Yes- 
terday I was conversing with a person who 
has come here from near London, Ontario, 
and he told me that several farmers in that 
quarter are thinking of selling out and com- 
ing here, Very well. If they have mort- 
gaged their farms let them come, But I 
would say this ; a farmer who can't live in 
Canada will be a poor fellow here, He will 
get good land, but the summers are too dry 
to give goodcrops. He will have hardships 
he little dreams of, A good team of horses 
will cost him $300 at least ; waggon $120 ;

Nebraska, unlike most of the Western 
States, is believed to have no coal, and it 
is the worst off for timber of any state 
bordering on either the Mississippi or the 
Missouri. And though the land, like 
most prairie soils, is very rich and easily 
worked, it is usually so dry in summer, 
that the crops are very uncertain. It is 
probably the least desirable of any of the 
Western States. Furmers at all well-to- 
do in Canada, will never be so comfort- 
able again, if they reinove to Nebraska. 
The same may be said, though in a some- 
what modified sense, of Kansas and 
Western Missouri. ‘The climate will 
always be against them ; the winters are 
an abominable compound of frightfully 
cold storms, and sudden thaws. On 
Monday the weather may be so severe 
that a man cannot live out of doors, and 
by Saturday night it will be as warm a» 
May, every bit of frost out ofthe ground, 
and man and beast wallowing through 
the mud. After a few days of warm | 
weather, the wind will suddenly chop 
round to the north-east, aud in twenty- 
four hours « cold storm will be raging, 
such as this country knows nothing of, 
only to be followed, within a week, by 
thunder-showers and warm sun-shine,

The United States Government seem 


at length to have waked up to @ senso of 


their duty, and are taking the action 
which the confraternity of civilized na- 
tions have a right to expect from each 
member of their order. Their Iaws and 
constitution may be such as to preclude 
the central government from taking active 
measures to prevent or put down the 
outrageous doings in which the Fenians 
have so long indulged, until their pre- 
‘parations eventuate in overt acts ; but 
if such is the case, for their own credit, 
and for the peace of the world, it is de- 
sirable that the executive should be in- 
yested with power to nip all fillibuster- 
ing expeditions in the bud. It is not 
practicable, nor perhaps is it desirable 
to interfere with the liberty of individu- 
als so far as to prevent them, if so in- 
clined from entering into the service of a 
foreign power, or even from joining the 
ranks of revolutionists, but they ought 
to be clearly given to understitnd, that if 
they do either the one or the other, they 
thereby forfeit all claim on the protec: 
tion of their own government. 

Be this, however, as it may, President 
Grant and his cabinet are acting with 
yigour and decision, and they could not 
give a more satisfactory proof of their 
sincerity, than in the appointment of 
General Meade for this particular duty. 
The people of Canada remember the man- 
ner in which he executed the same of- 
fice in 1866, and have perfect confidence 
that he will as truly and faithfully per- 
form his duty in 1870. 

We may therefore pronounce the Fen- 
ian raid at an end, and while we rejoice 
that wethave not the same reason for 


_ serrow as on the former occasion, and 


feel deeply grateful to that Divine 
Providence which has shielded our brave 


~ volunteers from harm in so wonderful a 


manner ; we cannot avoid expressing a 
sentiment of pity for the poor misguided 
dupes who have paid with their lives the 
ransom of their folly ; and no less for 
those who still writhe in agony from in- 
juries received ; nor can we refrain 
from giving vent to our just indignation 
at those scoundrels who have, for their 
own selfish ends, deceived and deluded 
their poor ignorant countrymen into the 
paths of danger and death, from which 
they have carefully restrained their own 
footsteps. 

The leaders will, no doubt, now be 
prosecuted, and if convicted, will under- 
go the full penalties of the law of the 
States; but we cannot help regretting 
that they will not come under the lash of 
the law as it stands in Canada. 

We hope, however, that the action of 
the U. 8. Government, will be such as to 
put a stop to all such piratical attemps for 
the time to come.

The Skirmish vt Holbrooks Corners. 

Frelighsburgh, May 27.—About 8 o'clock 
it was discovered that a large body of Fen- 
ians had entrenched themselves'near Hol- 
brook’s Corners. A detachment of the 
Rifle Brigade, including Prince Arthur's 
company, with 260 volunteers and 150 of 
the independent corps, were immediately 
sent forward to dislodge them The Fen- 
ians opened a ‘risk fusilade, which was re~ 
sponded to by the Rifle Brigade in a terri- 
ble manner, The bullets literally rained 
down upon the barricade, and no human 
force could have lived for ten minutes, 
With a faint whoop the enemy vacated 
their shelter, dodged in and out among the 
brushwood, and on reaching the clear 
ground ran with a velocity which none but 
fenians could equal. Their flight was 
most ludricous, Knapsacks, overcoats, 
rifles, and the Fenians’ constant companions, 
were thrown away in_steeple-chase; big 
Fenians fell over little Fenians, and little 
Fenians fell over big Fenians; officers jost- 
led their sergeants, and Generals jostled 
privates, and away they rushod helter-skel- 
ter without even as much as a solitary 
“Erin go Bragh.” It was a miniature 
Bull’s Run.

Liout. Oswald and Dr. Blackadedr, of the 
Montreal Garrison Artillery, crossed the | 
lines on Sunday, 2.30, in’ disguise, and | 
wontto the Fenian head-quartors at Malone, 
ton milos off, and reported as follows ; The 
Fonians in and about Malone were at least 
1,200 strong. Their officors, when at Masa 
on Sunday morning, had been surrounded | 
and taken prisoners by the United States 
troops. The party introduced thoimselvos 
to General Hunt, incommand of the United 
States troops,and were shown by his aide- 
de- camp five captured Fonian Generals, in 
cluding General Gleason, Many of the | 
riflos have been taken from thio road, | 
Having been partially recognized by the 
Fonians the two Canadians had a sharp 
drive for their lives. 

An American officer of the United States 
Army, visiting the Canadian camp on Satur- | 
day afternoon,informed them certainly that | 
General Donnelly wasmortally wounded,and 
on Sunday morning died of his wounds. 
Three privates were also mortally and 
twelve others severely wounded. 

A gentleman who left St. Albans this 
morning states that six car loads of Fenians 
left there forjtheir homes on Saturday night 
thoir expenses were paid by the city, which 
was glad thus tobe rid of them. About 
twonty-five remained there this morning, 
and may be got off during theday. 

A good deal of excitement was created 
here last night in consequence of General 
Gleason haying received the following de- 
spatch :— 


Ottawa, May 28. 

‘* How are you off for soap? We have a 
herring and a potato for you here. Come 
on. 

‘ Signed “R. Lang.” 

Gen. Gleason went among some reporters 
saying, ‘‘See what a d—d insult this is 7” 
reading the despatch, and adding—‘' I will 
go and blow up Huntingdon in the morn- 
ing?’ When the Fenian officers were ar- 
rested to-day there was no excitement 
among the men, whoseemed rather pleased, 
and denounced Gleason particularly, say- 
ing they hoped he would be shot. 

The information on which they have been 


arrested has been laid by Gen. Quimby, U. | 


S. Marshal, before U. S. Commiasioner 
Brennan. It charges Gleason and others 
with having set on foot an expedition at 
Malone, on the 27th of May, against the 
Dominion of Canada, the territory of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain a coun- 
try with which the United States is at 
peace, contrary to the statutes, &c. 

The examination of the prisoners will 
take place to-morrow before Commissioner 
Brenson. 

I believe the Marshal has been careful 
to lay information against those who have 
either been with the expedition into Cana- 
da, or have actively aided the movement by 
taking charge of stores, &c. Itis fully ex- 
pected that the prisoners will be committed 
for trial at the District Court, and be sent 
to gaol at Canadaigua. 

One hundred and. ninety men of the 
United States artillery arrived at 6. p. m. 
to-day, making the whole number here 
about 620 regular troops. Generals Meade 
and McDowell and staff, left for Ogdens- 
burg to-day. General Meade stated here 
that he told the Fenian leaders at Philadel- 
phia that if they took men to the frontier 
they need not expect that they would pro- 
vide transportation for the men back, as he 
did at the first raid. It is evident that the 
War Department will not, therefore, in- 
terfere in their favour. 

A Fenian flag belonging to the old New 
York detachment hasbeen seized by the 
United States Marshal. This has annoyed 
the Fenians more than anything else. It is 
estimated that over 3,000 stands of arms 
consigned to Fenians in this neighborhood 
have arrived during the past three months 
by railway. It is the intention of the 
United States Marshal to seize all the 
Fenian arms and stores that he can along 
the frontier,and have them dispatched to an 
arsenal for safe keeping: 

An officer of the United States army, with 
about 20 men, has been on the frontier to- 
day near the late Fenian camp at Trout 
River, and has suceeded in seizing military 
stores in the houses of military sympa- 
thizers. It is reported the seizures made 
atall points near Fort Covington and Trout 
River amount to about 3,000 stand of arms. 


Sault Ste. Marie, May 28. 

The Prince Alfred arrived yesterday,and 
at once disembarked the soldiers, who 
marched to the camp. 

This morning Col. Bolton crossed over 
and saw Col. Orfley, and asked if the gun- 
boat would be allowed to pass through the 
canal, 

Col. Orfley replied, ‘As o vessel of war, 
and connected with the Red River expedi- 
tion, I must, according to my instructions, 
refuse permission to the Prince Alfred going 
through. 

Col. Bolton then returned, and the gun- 
boat will return to-morrow. It was not at- 
tempted to pass her through light. 

The Fenian intelligence from below has 
created considerable excitement here. 

A schooner, loaded with hay, has passed 
through the canal.

A Buroarian Courcu—A change of im- 
ortance has just been effected in Turkey. 
The Government has gratified the urgent 
demand of the Bulgarians, tho largest of 
the Christian peoples in European Turkey, 
to be organized as an, ecclesiastical com- 
munion on a basis strictly national, and 
almost wholly independent of the Patriarch 
of Constantinople. The new Bulgarian 
Church is likely to be more under the in- 
fluence of modern civilization than the other 
branches of the Greek Ohurch, and it is 
probable that its progress will be more 
rapid, This act of justice which the Gov- 
ernment of the Sultan has exercised toward 
a large portion of its Christian subjects may 
soon have consequences in which the whole 
Christian Church will be deeply interested.
